Find Bible Nearly 
400 Years Old Fi 


The videst Bible reported thus 
far in Crawford County’s Old 
Bible Contest sponsored by the 
Seventh-day Adventist Church is a 
German Bible printed in 1877 and 
owned by John Bruun. This Bibiv, 
bound In white calfsicin leather, 
was printed in Cologne, Germany 
formerly called Coln, and is one of 
the oldest found thus far in the 
State of Michigan. The 377 year- 
old Bible was printed only 985 
years after Columbus discovered 
America and 31 years after Mar- 
tin Luther's death. It is at pres- 
ent on display in the window of 
Sales 5c to $1.00 store, together 
with several other old Bibles. 

The next oldest Bible entered in 
the contest is owned by Mrs. Ai- 
yin Moore and was printed in 1798 
in Edinburgh, Scotland. This Bible 
is about 20 years younger than the 
Declaration of Independence.
